GW Hosts Second Annual

GW played host to over 600 
students from more than 100 
colleges and universities across 
the nation last week who 
converged on Washington to 
lobby before the national 
legislators. 

The students were repre- 
sentatives of the ever-growing 
National Student Lobby (NSL) 
founded in 1971 as a registered 
lobby in Washington. p.C. to 
"protect student interests, 
similar to lobbies for corpora- 
tions and other interests in 
society..." stated the NSL 
Magazine. 

One of the main goals of this 
second annual conference 
which lasted from Feb. 28 to 
March 2, was to gain support 
for the full funding of the 
Basic Opportunity Grants 
program which would channel 
an additional $1 billion per 
year directly to needy students. 

The conference formally 
began on Wednesday at Lisner 
Auditorium where Layton Ol- 
son. NSL Executive Director, 
expressed the main goals the 
NSL hoped to achieve. 

He was followed by Allard 
Lowenstein. President of 
Americans for Democratic 
Action who declared that "the 
country is finished" if student 
activism fails to extend into 
the post- Vietnam period. 

Conference activity took 
place mainly at the Center, 
where briefing sessions were 


held to better acquaint 
students with the various 
issues before meeting their 
Congressmen. 

Steve Fischer, a Berkeley 
student and staff member of 
the NSL who will testify before 
the House Judiciary Subcom- 
mittee dealing with newsmen s 
privilege, moderated a panel 
on that subject. 

Fischer explained that there 
were several bills before the 
House and Senate concerned 
with this issue. He urged 
students to lobby for Con- 
gressman Waldie's bill which 
would grant absolute, instead 
of qualified, privilege. 

Other sessions dealt with 
such subjects as the envi- 
ronment. women’s rights the 
aftermath of the Indochina 
War. 

The students besieged Cap- 
itol Hill Thursday in hopes of 
talking to and swaying the 
views of their representatives. 

Although the lobbying on 
Thursday and Friday was the 
crux of the NSL conference, 
members of the Newman 
Commission held three separ- 
ate seminars that discussed the 
Newman Commission Report 
on Higher Education. 

The reaction among mem- 
bers of the NSL to the 
effectiveness of the lobbying 
experience was mnixed. 

One delegate from Provi- 
dence College believed that his 
congressman was "definitely 
responsive." He felt that the 


lobbying experience afforded 
the student the opportunity to 
take part in the actual 
workings of congress. 

A student from Georgia was 
less enthusiastic, stating. "It 
was a big letdown." He 
expressed a problem that 
seemed common to many of 
the members. "Most people 
don't know what lobbying is. I 
don't." he said. the briefings, 
he felt, were based on "gen- 
eralities." He thought that the 
lobbying would be more 
effective ' if a "concerted ef- 
fort" was made to talk to 
congressmen at the home 
district level. 

Rob Simmons. Communi- 
cations Coordinator of the 
NSL. said that most people 
"have a wait-and-see attitude 
as to the ultimate effect of the 
lobby." "But." he stated, 
"people feel that they have 
made some impact." 

Michigan Congressman 
Don Fraser, the guest speaker 
at a Friday dinner, stated. 
"The lobby is the most 
effective way that Congress 
can be made aware of the 
student petition." 

This belief was reiterated by 
a student who said. "You do 
more this way than by 
marching down Pennsylvania 
Avenue. When you can sit 
down for five minutes with a 
Congressman who is truly 
interested, it accomplishes 
something."

The members of this coalition, 
according to Chisholm, "must be 
prepared to forego money - and 
fame," and keep their “eyes open 
to the beauty of the world.” 
During questioning from the 
audience. Chisholm indicated that 
she will not run for President 
again. \ 

Chisholm said that she ac- 
complished her goals during her 
1972 campaign, which were to 
show that “any woman or black 
person running for the Presidency 
does not have to spend five months 
on the defensive explaining why 
they’re running for the Presi- 
dency.’* 

While noting that she didn't 
want to shock anyone or give the 
wrong impression of herself, she 
also said in relation to the 
unsuccessful bid, "If I were white 
and male, with my capabilities and 
the way 1 handle issues. I would be 
in a different position right now.” 

In response to a question. 
Chisholm voiced support for 
“complete, unconditional am- 
nesty" for draft resisters who left 
the United States. 

In a related issue, Chisholm said 
that she “personally" is not 
accepting all of the comments 
made by returning American 
POW’s. The Pentagon has been 
charged with coaching returning 
prisoners into making patriotic 
statements, a charge that the mili- 
tary has strongly denied.

Meyers said the task force will present 
two kinds of proposals: they will 
recommend changes in federal laws, which 
would be adopted by Congress, and 
proposals which the City Council may act 
upon on its own powers. He said they will 
be investigating what kind of evidence is 
necessary in rape cases, what exactly 
constitutes rape, and police department 
handling of rape. 

As an example of the type of proposals 
he hopes the task force will recommend, he 
spoke of setting up taro D.C. hospitals to 
handle rape cases in all capacities, 
including legal, psychological and mod- 
ical. 

He hopes these proposals will be readied 
by the end of March and that hearings on 
the proposals will take place "about the 
middle of May." 

in response to questions concerning the 
Butler case, involving two GW students, 
Meyers stated that “President (Lloyd H. 
Elliott) should be willing to wait before 
giving hit own opinions on it (on whether 
the University was cooperative in investi- 


into line with treatment given other assault 
cases. He felt that by reducing the sentence 
for rape, it “would make it therefore leas 
instinctively a crime that people are going 
to fight like hell, fudges are going to twist 
it every which way because of the weight of 
the penalty." 

Meyers also said he would like to see 
“convictions obtainable on a rational 
bast^" He cited as irrational the nature of 
“corroboration” in D.C laws. These 
statutes, he said, have not been changed 
since 1901. Meyers added that the 
inequality of the treatment of rape cases, 
and the fact that since it is a capital 
offense, there are “lots of defenses" 
against the charge, were further examples 
of irrationalities. 

All of these irrational aspects of the 
crime of rape tend to cause conftislon in 
the legal system, he said, stating, “Just as 
the courts led us out of the confusion in 
civil rights, legislature is going to have to 
lead us .out of the confusion” concerning 
rape laws.

D.C City Councilman Tedson Meyers, 
in an attempt to “normalize” legal 
treatment of rape cases, has appointed a 
task force of lawyers to study the District’s 
present rape laws and recommend 
proposals designed to improve the “legal 
environment" of D.C. in regard to rape. 

In an interview held Friday, Meyers, a 
councilman since January 1972, cited the 
GW rape case, stating, “The confusion of 
the law here (in D.C.) played a significant 
roie in the Butler case." He felt the Butler 
case was “pretty ridiculous to a lawyer” 
and served as a recent example of the 
“confUsion" existing in laws relating to the 
crime of rape. 

“I thought a long time about the rape 
laws." said Meyers. “Our Court of 
Appeals was finding more and more 
reasons to doubt the conviction of rape or 
assault with intent to commit rape.” 

He stated he would like to see the crime 
of rape "normalized” and brought more 


University to be if his daughters were 
involved." Meyers felt the "grand jury will 
decide whether the University actively 
interfered with the investigation” but felt 
the entire case eras a good example of what 
the confusion in rape laws could lead to in 
the courts. “I can’t say the judicial system 
showered itself wtth any glory,” he added. 

In further discussing the ability of a jury 
to judge a tape .cairn, Meyers stated, 
"Juries will try to decide the right thing in 
the right legal environment I'm not sure 
the legal environment we’ve crested in the 
District over the last number of years is 
very hospitable to women" claiming they 
have been raped, “whether rightfally or 
wrongfully. 1 think we ought to try to make 
it more hospitable” for those who “ate 
doing so rightfully.”

Despite such inducements, 
however, Grafeld noted a relative 
lack of student interest in sub- 
mitting material. She said. "Con- 
sidering the number of students at 
GW, we’ve gotten a small re- 
sponse." 

A tight budget was the main 
reason for adopting Rock Creek's 
newspaper form. Prior Jo 1970, the 
publication had been A more elab- 
orate yearly magazine known as 
the Potomac. 

Financial considerations are still 
a major hindrance in employing 
more professional techniques. 1 
such as the use of color, according 
to Grafeld, who claimed, "We’re 
victims of our budget." 

Unlike Georgetown University’s 
"Courier,” which is completely 
funded by GU. Rock Creek must 
run on a break-even budget, 
depending mainly upon adver- 
tising for income. 

Grafeld noted the difficulty in 
attracting ads when faced by 
competition from such publica- 
tions as the Hatchet and Wood- 
wind, which publish more fre- 
quently and whose circulations 
exceed that of Rock Creek’s 5000. 

This year, however, GW is 
providing $600 for the publication, 
which is the reason Grafeld gave
